Dur- 
Ing the last two years, she said, 
his jealousy had increased, and be- 
cause of quarrels with him she 
was unable to sleep or get proper 
rest necessary for studio work.

“The key to every movement of 
the debtor nations is to postpone 
payment of the debts which is only 
a step to cancelation, or repudia- 
tion. But I can see no evidence of 
any willingness upon their part to 
actually disarm, to stabilize the 
currency, or to do any of those 
things in general which are neces- 
sary to economic recovery.” 

Armaments In, Debts Out. 
During the course of his address, 
the Idaho Senator said: “While 
| they (foreign nations) are leaving 
out of their budgets the payments 
of the debts, they are keeping in 
their budgets the usual expendi- 
tures for armaments, and, in some 
instances, increasing the amounts. 

“Tf, we are to have a morato- 
rium,.on debts, let us have a mora- 
torium on. armaments—and an 
actual moratorium, not a promise 
of one. If there is to be a holiday 
in the payment of debts, we should 
have a holiday.in a for 
armaments.” 

Borah asserted that in the cur- 
rency question, the debtor nations 
are indicating no change in policy. 

“It is well known,” he said, “that 
Great Britain has maintained for 
a long time what is called an 
equalization fund—which fund is 
used to depreciate the pound and 
appreciate the dollar, thereby giv- 
ing Great Britain great advantage 
in the world markets as against the 
United States. 

While Guests of U. S. 

“While the distinguished repre- 
sentative of Great Britain (Ramsay 
MacDonald) was our guest, bent on 
a mission of reconciliation and re- 
adjustment, we are advised that 
this equalization fund was vastly 
increased. It is also reported that 
a part of this equalization fund is 
to: be lent in France. This also 
happened while the representative 
of France was in the United States, 
likewise bent on a mission of amity 
and reconstruction. 

“Both these nations seem to be 
going forward in a determined ef- 
fort to manipulate the currency so 
as to gain a decided advantage of 
the United States in trade. 

“We are being urged to take from 
the American taxpayer that which 
is justly his while our debtors are 
spending not only millions, but bil- 
lions, for armaments, and so ma- 
nipulating the currency as to close 
the markets to American taxpay- 


ers.”’ 
Puts Currency First. 

“What I have in mind,” Borah 
said, “ig the adjustment of these 
problems so as to permit the nat- 
ural laws of trade and commerce 
and business to operate. In other 
words, the whole proposition con- 
sists in removing thé obstacles to 
the opening up of the world mar- 
kets and to the rebuilding of trade 
and commerce. 

“As I see it, certain things stand 
in the way now with the nations 
of the earth dealing with one an- 
other, trading with one another. 

“I would remove these, too. But 
I must admit after long observation 
and in view of the present condi- 
tion of armaments in Europe and 
of their‘ action with reference to 
the currency, I can see little evi- 
dence of their willingness to do 
that which is necessary to be done 
upon their part. 

“Before tariffs are reduced upon 
the part of the United States, the 
currency question should be ad- 
justed.”

on One-Year Program 
Estimated to Cost $1,- 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON , April 29.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today turned to a 


program which it was estimated 
would require from one to two bil- 
lion dollars. 

A tentative draft of the measure 
which would put administration of 
the job-giving plan in.a co-ordina- 
tor or national board was taken 
to the White House by a special 
committee of the Cabinet. Secre- 
taries Dern, Ickes, Wallace and 
Perkins and Director Douglas of 


the Budget went over the public 
works program with the President 
in a two-hour conference. The 
legislation, which would put full 
authority for naming the projects 
and administration in the hands of 
the President and a special com- 
mittee, will be sent to Congress 
within 10 days. 

Methods of financing the employ- 
ment project were undecided with 
both a bond issue and new taxa- 
tion under consideration. Mr. 
Roosevelt insisted that the public 
works be devoted to self-liquidating 
projects and to proposals which 
provide the most jobs. No decision 
was reached on the exact extent of 
the year’s program but advisers be- 
lived between one billion and two 
billion dollars would be required. 

$1,000,000,000 Road Plan. 

A three-year one billion dollar 
road construction program was ad- 
vanced by the Cabinet committee. 
A half billion dollars for the roads 
in the next year is almost definitely 
a part of the Roosevelt plan. Rivers 
and harbors improvements, navai 
construction, public buildings and 
other internal developments are to 
be included. 

President Roosevelt is expected 
to send his railroad reorganization 
legislation to Congress early next 
week. 

Chairman Dill said the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
will open hearings on the railroad 
legislation as soon as it is received 
from the White House. The pro- 
posal would reorganize the national 
railroad system through a Federal 
co-ordinator. , 

Opposition by Labor Heads. 

Tt already has met strong opposi- 
tion from the Railway Labor Ex- 
ecutives Association and Dill’s com- 
mittee will give this organization a 
hearing. Dill said he expected hear- 
ings on the bill which he has 
helped to frame, will last. about 
three days. Joseph B. Eastman, 
Interstate Commerce Commissioner, 
who is prominently mentioned as 
possible co-ordinator under the 
legislation, will be the first witness. 

The committee chairman gave 
warning that all of the proposed 
economies must not come out of 
labor. : 

“We are not going to get all the 
economies out of labor,” Dill said, 
“but some of it must come out of 
the high salaries of officers and the 
big capital structures of the com- 
panies.” 

Other members of the committee 
agreed with this view, and some in- 
sisted that provision must be made 
to take care of the thousands of 
rail employes who are threatened 
with loss of their jobs through con- 
solidations.

WITH PROPOSALS 


Says ‘‘Both Sides Are Now 
in Excellent Position” — 
Crowd Gives Rousing 
Farewell. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 29.—Former 
Premier Herriot of France sailed 
for his homeland today, bearing 


President Roosevelt’s proposals for 
the solution of world problems and 
declaring that “both sides are now 
in an excellent position.” 

The serious mien the French 
statesman had worn while the 
groundwork of the world economic 
conference was being laid in Wash- 
ington vanished as he _ stepped 
aboard the Ile de France. 

With a green handkerchief in his 
breast pocket, a cigar in his mouth 
and a large red rose in his button- 
hole, Herriot presided at a cham- 
pagne luncheon given on the liner 
just before sailing time for a group 
of friends. 

In his final press interview. he 
hurried over serious questions to 
joke in English and French, and to 
praise the courtesy of Americans. 

He said, with laugh, that his title 
on the mission drawing to a close 
should have been: “French Minister 
out of a job on account of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

He explained the reference was 
to the fall of his Cabinet over his 
insistence on the payment by 
France of interest due the United 
States on her war debt. 

“But don’t I think I hold any 
grudge about it,” he hastened to 
add. And then: 

“T leave America convinced 
Americans are the most courteous 
people in the world, especially the 
man in the street.” 

He told, to illustrate what he 
meant, that everywhere he had 
gone yesterday in New York on a 
sight-seeing trip men and women in 
the street extended him “frank and 
cordial greetings from all sides.” 
He was «~ed his view on the pos- 
sibility of debtor nations paying the 
United States in silver, as author- 
ized in the inflation bill. He con- 
ferred with his interpreter, who 
soon announced: 

“As far as M. Herriot is con- 
cerned, that is one of the things 
that will be discussed in Paris. 


whole situation has changed. It has 
so changed that it will call for a 
complete review of all that has 
happened. Both sides are now in 
an excellent position and he will 
do all in his power to effect a solu- 
tion of these problems.” 

In conclusion the former Premier 
said: 

“I would emphasize/that my past 
is a guarantee for tke future.” 

Earlier in the day, at a dedica- 
tion of the corner stone of the Mai- 
son Francaise, a structure being 
erected on Fifth avenue, Herriot 
said: 


“Amity between our two coun- 
tries is one of the great essentials 
for the peace and liberty of the en- 
tire world.” 

The reaction to the Washington 
conferences left behind by the 
French statesman as he left was 
that he believed they had been of 
enormous value in preparing for 
the world conference in London in 
June. 

He will lay President Roosevelt’s 
suggestions and proposals before 
the French Government on his ar- 
rival in Paris. 

Tribute to Rockefeller Gifts. 

Herriot recalled that John OD. 
Rockefeller Jr. had been donor of 
many gifts to the French people, | 
notably for restoration of the 
Rheims Cathedral and to medical 
faculties in Paris and Lvons. 

Col. Arthur Woods, president of 
Rockefeller Center, Inc., presided 
at the short ceremony. President 
Nicholas Murray Butler of Colum- 
bia University spoke a cordial 
greeting to the French statesman 
and praised his work in behalf of 
good understanding between  na- 
tions. 

Among other distinguished guests 
were Jesse Straus, newly named 
Ambassador to France, and Charles 
Rist, vice-governor of the Bank of 
France and one of Herriot’s advis- | 
ers in the Washington conversa- 
tions.

WASHINGTON, Aoril 20.—Under 

the President’s executive order re- 
quiring gold to be returned to the 
Federal Reserve Banks on or be- 
fore May 1, any person found guilty 
of hoarding gold after Monday will 
be subject to a maximum fine of 
$10,000 or 10 years’ imprisonment or 
both. 
+ Under the executive order, no 
person may have in his possession 
more than $100 in gold or gold cer- 
tificates. 

Any person now receiving any 
gold in the ordinary transaction of 
business must turn it over to the 
Federal Reserve Banks within three 
days and receive other lawful 
money for it. 

The order, issued April 5, cited as 
authority for the action the act of 
Oct. 6, 1917, as amended by Section

The hoarding of gold and cur- 
rency first was forbidden by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his national bank 
holiday proclamation on Mareh 6. 
Depositors had withdrawn more 
than $1,000,000,000 from the banks 
in February and in the first week 
of March they took out more than 
$200,000,000 in gold alone. 

The withdrawals, it was declared, 
had created a national emergency 
which resulted in the closing of the 
banks and the President's procia- 
mation was followed a few days 
later by the passage by Congress 
of the emergency bank law which 
affirmed his demand that hoarding 
be made unlawful.

MIGRATING WARBLERS. | 


PAUSE INST. LOUIS 


These and Many Other Species 
Observed on Fourth Walk 


of Bird Club. 


Ciad in varied and gay plumage 
ranging through all shades of yel- 
low, red, olive, orange, brown and 
black, the warblers, vivacioug lit- 
tle wood-birds with slender bills, 
flitted from limb to limb in Forest 
Park and Shaw’s Garden yesterday 
when members of the St. Louis 
Bird Club made their fourth bird 
walk of the season. 

Three of the 10 species of war- 
blers seen are native to Missouri. 
The others were headed still 
farther north in their annual mi- 
gration from winter homes in 
South America. For the next two 
weeks these species and others of 
the warbler family will be passing 
through. 

Outstanding among the warblers 
was the redstart, its brilliant blue- 
black feathered back, and salmon- 
orange wing, body and tail feath- 
ers, making it appear like a wind- 
blewn firebrand as it lived up to 
its. reputation for being birddom’s 
best ¢xample of perpetual motion. 
It Was seen in Shaw's Garden by 
the group under the leadership of 
R. W. Barrell. The yellow and the 
Tennessee warblers are the others 
that are native to Missouri. 

Othgr warblers seen whose homes 
are farther north were the chest- 
nut-sided warbler, distinguished by 
chestnut stripes that begin where 
its black mustache ends: the Slack- 
throated green warbler, resplendent 
in gold and green; the black and 
white creeper, strikingly clad in 
the stripes that give it its name; 
the blue-winged warbler, a merry 
whistler and industrious insect 
hunter; the palm wwarbier, dult 
olive-colored and a feeble singer, 
Nashville warbler, named for the 
city near which it was discovered, 
and singer of a song which Audu- 
bon said sounded like the striking 
together of pebbles or breaking of 
twigs, and the myrtle warbler, 
slate-colored and streaked with 
black and an eater of the poisonous 
sumach berry. 

The Baltimore oriole, known also 
as the firebird and the golden 
robin, with black and orange-flame 
colored phimage and with the abil- 
ity to mock the yelping Toucan of 
south America or the plaintive call 
of the yellow cuckoo, stole the hon- 
ors for brilliant plumage from the 
redstart. It was seen only in For- 
est Park by the group under Luth 
er Ely Smith, attorney. Smith 
was assisted by Roger Baldwin, 
director of the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union, and a charter member. 
of the Bird Club. 

Another gaudily feathered bird 
that was listed for the first time 
this spring was the rose-breasted 
grosbeak. Seen in the grass, it 
appears to be a dark and clumsy 
bird with an unwieldy looking 
beak. In flight it is seen to have 
a vivid rose-carmine breast and 
flush under its wings. Its song is 
a rich, full whistling carol, general- 
ly preceded by a sharp chirp. Jn 
some states farmers have chris- 
tened it the “potato-bug bird” since 
it is especially fond of the bug and 
its larvae. 

Other birds seen for the first time 
this spring included the crested fly- 
catcher, with grayish-olive coat and 
sulphur-yéllow vest and a harsh 
call like the kingbird’s; the night- 
hawk, feeding, bat-like, on insects 
in the air; che warbling vireo, 
whose flute like notes are generally 
heard from the top of the tallest 
tree; the house wren, the female 
choosing the nésting site and forc- 


FARM BOARD WINDS UP 
ITS WHEAT OPERATIONS 


Loss of.$184,153,232 in Three 
Years—China and Germany 
Owe Money. 


By the Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—A loss 
of $184,153,232 chalked up on its 
books, the Farm Board today form- 
ally ended its wheat operations and 
retired from the grain markets in 
which it has been dealing since 
May, 1930. 

Henry Morgenthau Jr., Chairman 
of the Board, announced that at 
the close of the grain exchanges to- 
day all wheat futures held by the 
Grain Stabilization Corporation — 
the Farm Board's agency — had 
been sold. 

He announced in March that the 
corporation had disposed of all its 
cash wheat, which on June 30, 
1931, reached a peak of 257,136,571 
bushels. 

Offices of the Grain Stabilization 
Corporation in Chicago will be 
closed as soon as wheat donated by 
Congress to the Red Cross for re- 
lief has been delivered, Morgenthau 
said. 

$23,818,742 Red Cross Loss. 

The Red Cross, he continued, had 
agreed to take the balance of the 
wheat by Aug. 1. Adding that the 
loss to the board on wheat given 
to the Red Cross totaled $23,813,- 
742.99. 

The loss to the board through its 
stabilization operations, Morgen- 
thau said, was $160,334,489.41, cov- 
ering total purchases over the 
three-year period of 908,615,449 
bushels, of which 538,337.000 was 
wheat futures. 

All sales and donations of wheat 
by the board aggregated 369,704,468 


bushels, Morgenthau said, and that. 


in disposing of its wheat the cor- 
poration sold 237,204,468 - bushels 
through regular domestic and for- 
eign maket channels. 

China Owes $9,212,526. 

A total of 47,500,000 bushels was 
sold to foreign governments or ex- 
changed for coffee, he said, and 
added: 

“The assets and claims yet to be 
realized estimated at $31;118,782.05 
include $9,212,82656 due from the 
Chinese National government, for 
15,000,000 bushels of wheat pur- 
chased in 1931 and $3,961,309.75 due 
from the Deutsche Getreide Handel- 
geselischraft, an agency of the 
German government, for 7,500,000 
bushels purchased in the same year. 

“Included in the assets is a lot 
of 550,489 bags of Santos coffee, 
the remainder of 1,060,586 bags ob- 
tained from the Brazilian govern- 
ment in exchange for 25,000,000 
bushels of wheat. This coffee is 
being sold under agreement with 
Brazil at the rate of 62,500 bags 
each month. The value of that re- 
maining, at present market prices, 
is $7,526,102.50.”

Body Ceaiiel ceil Re-| 


fined, But Prices Remain 
- - Unchanged. 


Six models of a new 115-inch 
wheelbase Dodge Six line are being 
displayed in St. Louis and adjacent 
territory. They replace the 1933 
Dodge Six, which was introduced 
a few months ago, but are priced 
the. same at factory—from $595 for 
the ¢oupe of $695 for the converti- 


ble coupe. 

Hood, body and fender contours, 
as well as mechanical details, have 
been modified and refined. 

The body types are coupe, coupe 
with rumble seat, two-door sedan, 
salon grougham, four-door sedan, 
and convertible coupe. 

The engine, with bore of 3% 
inches and stroke of 4% inches, de- 
livers 75 horsepower with 5.5 to 1 
compression, and : 81 horsepower 
with 6.5 to 1 compression with an 
optional high-compression cylinder 
head designed for fuels having a4 
minimum octane rating of 72. 

Automatic Clutch Available. 

The automatic clutch, which 
makes the use of the clutch pedal 
unnecessary is also available. The 
serviee brakes are of the hydraulic 
type. 

In the design of the steering gear 
the 6.00x16 “airwheel” tires, first 
adopted by Dodge as_ standard 
equipment, have been retained» The 
steering arm, instead of swinging 
in the direction of the frame, is 
made to swing parallel to the front 
axle. The drag link, which in con- 
ventional steering moves parallel to 
the car frame, moves parallel to 
the front axle. This construction 
facilitates manipulation of the 
steering wheel during parking. 

The transmission and free wheel- 
ing unit give the owner the option 
of three different driving styles— 
with free wheeling, with both free 
wheeling and automatic clutch, or 
in conventional gear. 

The transmission operates with 
the same degree of quietness in 
all speeds. Shifting between sec- 
ond and high speed, up or down, 
may be done while the car is 
doing 40 and 50 miles an hour. 

Long Springs—Oilite Inserts. 

Easy-riding qualities are largely 
due to the spring suspension. 
Front and rear springs are semi- 
elliptic, 36 inches long in front, 53% 
inches in the rear. These dimen- 
sions give a total spring base of 
89% inches, making very nearly 
80 per cent of the 115-inch wheel- 
base spring-supported. 

While the front ends of front and 
rear springs rest in noiseless rub- 
ber-bushed supports, the rear ends 
are secured to silent, non-way U- 
shackles of novel construction. 
The upper leg of the U-shackle 
screws into a threaded steel hanger, 
so as to permit the shackles to oscil- 
late freely with every shortening or 
lengthening movement of _ the 
springs. No adjustment is required 
to keep shackles quiet. 

Super-oilite inserts are used be- 
tween spring leaves. Inter-leaf fric- 
tion against these inserts causes 
them to ooze oil, which keeps the 
springs lubricated and free from 
squeaks. The springs are covered. 

Mono-Piece construction and im- 
proved methods of machine welding 
make the Dodge. body virtually a 
single shaped of rust-proofed steel. 
The body interiors, door panels and 
roofs are made non-resonant by 
lining them with insulating pads of 
sound-absorbing materials which al- 
so insulate the bodies from heat or 
cold. 

Closed car equipment includes 
silken robe cords, carpeted foot 
rests, silk assist cords, arm rests. 
Smoking sets are built into the rear 
quarter window garnish moldings 
and into the instrument panels. 
Window raising handles, glove box 
handle, choke button, light switch, 
horn button an shifting lever top 
are in antique ivory. Drivers’ seats 
are adjustable for leg length, steer- 
ing posts for height. 

Windshields have Duplate safety 
glass set in wide, chormium-plated 
frames, titled at an angle prevent- 
ing glare. Inside visors can be ad- 
justed to any angle.

Studebaker Enters 


Five-Car Team for 
Race at Indianapolis 


New Type of Streamlined 
Bodies on Racers That Will 


Represent Factory. 

Introducing a new type of body 
streamlining for automobile racing, 
Studebaker has a five-car team for 
the annual 500-mile race on the In- 
dianapolis Motor Speedway on May 
30. ‘ 

Finishing three cars of the five 
entered, with two of them in the 
first 10, in the 1932 race, Stude- 
baker immediately started planning 
for this year’s contest. Its engi- 
neering department has a staff at 
the track conducting tests which 
will coninue until race day. | 

The engineers have taken the 
basic principles of their design 
from the record- breaking British 
cars which have set world straight- 
away records on Daytona Beach, 
Fla., refining to minimize wind re- 
sistance and “wind drag.” 

Starting from a small, square 
radiator, the body flares outward 
to the cowl, which is cut down 
slightly on the mechanic’s side. A 
special cushion in the driver's seat, 
for comfort and stability, has a 
head rest. The rear of the car is 
cut sharply away to lessen suction. 

The Studebaker engineers have 
perfected the engine for the racers 
to their satisfaction, and are now 
conducting tire and fuel tests. The 
new race rules restrict gasoline 
tank capacity to 15 gallons. So 
minimum fuel consumption at high 
speed will be an advantage. 

A Studebaker which placed third 
last year averaged 102.662 miles per 
hour in a race which required the 
winner to average 104.144 miles for 
the 500 miles, breaking a _ record 
which had stood since Peter De 
Paolo. won in 1925 at a speed of 
101.13 miles per hour. 

It is probable that some of the 
drivers who drove Studebakers in 
the race last year will form the 


nucleus of the new team.

Processes Developed 


By Standard Oil Co. 


Development of two new processes 
of oil refining has just been an- 
nounced by the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana in connection with intro- 
duction of a new motor oil. 

The first process is called “pro- 
pane dewaxing.” It consists of a 


new method of removing paraffin 
wax from lubricating oils by dis- 
solving these oils in liquefied pe- 
troleum gases at pressures up to 


-200 pounds per square inch: The 


pressure is gradually reduced, al- 
lowing part of the liquefied gases 
to boil off. This procedure chills 
the solution to about 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero and causes 
all the wax to crystallize. The wax 
is then removed by filtering under 
pressure. 

The new method iciabiin the heavy 
expense of, indirect chilling by the 
amonia refrigeration system in gen- 
eral use in the oil industry. It is 
also applicable to a wider variety 
of oils than is the usual commercial 
dewaxing. 

The second process is “chlorex 
extraction.” It utilizes a new sol- 
vent, dichloroethyl ether, for the 
removal from basic stock of all 
but the elements best suited to 
lubrication purposes. The undesir- 
able fractions extracted are recov- 
ered in a form suitable for use as 
fuel oil or other purposes, and more 


than 99.8 per cent of the solvent 


can be recovered for further use. 
The process replaces the older 
method of refining with sulphuric 
acid. 

Claims made for the oil are that 
the new methods utilized result in 
an oil that shows improved er- 
formance at all temperatures and 
heretofore unknown resistance to 
carbon-formation, oxidation and de- 
velopment of sludge, which have 
been among the principal weak- 
nesses of motor oils.

“Internationa! treaty 
obligations are flouted, the sanc- 
tity of contracts is complacently 
ignored, while force and violence 
are either indulged in or threatened 
in different parts of the world; the

The movement of the 
world’s commerce was further restricted by the re 
quirements of license systems, quotas and the like.

The world moved rapidly toward economic isolation, 
with its consequent derangement of industry and im- 
pairment of living standards. It has been an eco- 
nomic war—a war quite as devastating in its effects 
as the physical violence which preceded it. It is this 
wartare which Mr. Roosevelt now proposes to termi- 
nate in a treaty of economic peace. 

In the joint statement which he issued with Mr. 
MacDonald, the President isolated the impediments 
to prosperity. Price levels have fallen too far. In- 
tergovernmental debts are too burdensome. Trade re 
strictions are too severe. Currencies are deranged. 
None of these difficuities can be dealt with apart 
from the others. None of them can be solved by one 
nation acting for itself, or even by the joint action 
of two great Powers. Only common agreement and 
action can restore the world to economic health.

F some visitor from Mars, appalled at the 
Jarsura and tragic social tangle now exist- 
ing on this planet, should ask for a single 
volume that would explain how we got this 
way and what is in process of happening 
to us, no doubt any one of a score of books 


would serve the purpose well; but certainly 


none would better serve the purpose than 
“The Coming Struggle for Power.” Inci- 
dentally, it may be remarked that the need 
for such a book is quite evidently not lim- 
ited to hypothetical Martians. 

Here.John Strachey, who, by the way, is 


a cousin of the late Lytton Strachey, pre- 


sents in a lucid manner the history of the 
rise of worid capitalism, beginning with the 
Reformation. He does this by way of ren- 
dering intelligible the present economic im- 
passe, and showing how the very forces that 
produced the heyday of modern business 
have resulted in fatal contradictions im- 
plicit in those forces from the beginning. 

There is not a single phase of the world 
problem that is not illuminated by Mr. 
Strachey’s development of the subject; and 
if this were the sort of world in which 
the better reason prevailed by virtue of be- 
ing better, such a presentation of our case 
would be of inestimable value. Our world 
being as it is and not otherwise, often sug- 
gesting a kindergarten without a teacher, 
such a discussion is valuable at the moment 
only as a means of rendering an occasional 
helpless spéctator less puzzied at what he 
sees. And that is much in the long run, 
since from those who now, in the very na- 
ture of affairs, are perforce only spectators, 
must come the leaders when the symptom 
doctors go. 

In this connection, the following passage 
should be well considered, for surely there 
is light in it: “The leaders of all the great 
nations of the world are not fools, willfully 
destroying their own system. They are men 
in the grip of destiny.

In- 
vestigations were begun immediate- 
ly, facts were confirmed quickly and— 
here the story begins: 

Jim was the son of a pioneer Minne- 
sota farmer. When he was about two 
months old he disappeared from his crib 
one winter night. Whether he was actu- 
ally kidnaped for revenge Jim and his 
sister both refuse to confirm — but the 
way they shake their heads leaves a 
clear inference. And Mrs. Sheridan's 
husband talks vaguely about a woman 
who has since been committed to an in- 
sane asylum. 

The first Jim remembers about his past 
is of his life with the Chippewas—of cold, 
lonely nights in a wigwam. How he got 
with the Indians is vague to Jim himself, 
but he gives the impression that the tribe 
picked him up, and a brave and a squaw, 
taking compassion, adopted him and pre- 
pared to bring him up as their son. 


ROM one place to another he moved 

with the nomadic aborigines, thinking 
all the while that the stolid brave and the 
own parents. In the 
Indian settlement he became known as 
“Little White Jim.” Then came the time 
when the tribe was quartered on a reser- 
vation back near the place where Jim was 
born. The Indians never told Jim any- 
thing about his past, and he never asked 
hecause he believed he was just one of the 
scores of papooses that scampered around 
among the wigwams. Then an accident 
occured that was to change his life. 

At the age of about 5 he was riding in 
a rickety carriage with’ his supposed mother 
and father. Minnesota roads in those days 
were not what they are today. An old 
buffalo trail was a real highway back in 
the 90's, when Minnesota still was pretty 
much a frontier state. Where endless miles 
of concrete lure the traveler to a hurried 
spin today, big granite boulders then 
loomed to make a sojourner’s life miser- 
able and hazardous. Jim ran afoul of 
one of these big boulders. 

He was standing behind the 
Indian couple. The wagon hit one of 
these inevitable rocks, Jim went tumbling, 
landed beneath a rear wheel and suffered, 
besides many bruises and cuts, a broken 
nose. The cuts and bruises healed well 
enough but, in the absence of adequate 
plastic surgery, the nose mended with a

twist in it. The 
Indians did what 
they could for the 
suffering boy and 
nursed him back 
to health, but they 
could not- put his 
nose back in per- 
fect shape. The 
injury has far from 
spoiled Jim’s looks, 
but it did serve to 
identify him di- 
rectly with the 
baby who was 
picked up “some: 
where’ by _ the 
Indians. 

A couple of 
years later, the In- 
dians_ took their 
little charge, then 
about six or seven, 
as near as_ the 
records could dis- 
close, to a nearby 
orphanage and 
from there he was 
shortly bound out 
to a farmer. Jim's 
story from then on 
sounds like an 
Horatio Alger 
masterpiece. He 
declares that few 
unfortunate kids 
ever suffered such 
intense crueltics as 
he did .at the 
hands of his farm- 
er master. Accord 
ing to his story, he 
was awakened be- 
fore daylight by 
the lash of a cow 
hide and sent to bed amid volleys of abuse 
and more blows from the cruel whip. His 
back still bears the unmistakable scars of 
the cuts from a lash. 

While at the orphanage Jim had 


learned just enough about schooling to

His whole life was 
made up of hard 
work, a little sleep 
and plenty’—_—i of 
abuse and beatings. 
The years passed 
and, despite his 
hard life, Jim be- 
gan to develop 
into a husky, hard- 
muscled boy. From 
time to time he 
caught hints from 
his task-master that 
he was not the son 
of the Indians but 
a waif — “a no- 
body.” who had 
been picked up by 
the Indians. 

When the beat- 
ings became more 
and more frequent 
the boy threatened 
to run away. The 
grim farmer, Jim 
says. would open 
the tabin door, call 
him out to hear 
the wolves howl: 
ing over the prair- 
ies and tell him to 
go on out to the 
wolves if he 
thought they 
would be kinder to 
him. Jim always 
fled back inside— 
in terror— to an- 
other flogging. Then came the day, some: 
time in his early ‘teens, when he decided 
to risk the wolves rather than stand further 
punishment. 

One cold night the boy staggered upon 
a logger's boat. He was given food and 
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tween gulps told 

his story to the 

hard-boiled but 

pathetic woodsmen. Jim 

was assigned to a_ bunk 

and the next day was given 

a job. He worked hard and 

long hours but his days and nights 

of floggings were at an end. When 

he had saved up a little money the boy 

left the loggers long enough to begin his 

search for his lost parents and his true 

identity. ©The only name’he had then 

was “Indian Jim Wesley,” as he came to 
be known in the Chippewa camp.

Jim first returned to-the orphanage. 


where his foster parents took him. He 
learned nothing about his parentage, but 
he did confirm the fact that the Indians 
were not his parents, and was told that the 
brave and his squaw had adopted him after 
he had been taken from his real home. 
The Indians had given no clue to his 
identity other than that his parents had 
lived in Minnesota and after his disappear- 
ance moved to the State of Washington 

Back to the logging camp Jim went, 
slightly enlightened, ,intensely disappoint- 
ed but more determined than ever to find 
out who he was and who his parents 
were. As the years passed, Jim's life in 
the open developed him into a strong. 
tuddy-faced man. 


HEN came the war and Jim signed 

up. It was to prove to be another 
stepping stone back to his forgotten iden- 
tity. He went overseas with the Third 
Division, saw fighting service in many of 
the major engagements of the war and 
returned home a new man. 

Jim's struggle for some smattering of an 
education was one of the striking things 
of his life. At first he was ashamed to 
admit to the loggers that he could neither 
read nor write. Finally he admitted his 
ignorance to one of the men. His father 
confessor knew little about education him- 
self, but he could read and write after a 
fashion and he took the boy under his 
tutorship. Under the impetus of his am- 
bitious nature, Jim quickly mastered those 
two arts and soon the pupil became the 
master. His life in the army increased his 
knowledge and today no one would guess 
that the man had not had a grammar school 
education, at least. 

The war over, Jim returned to Minne: 
sota, settled in Anoka and received an 
appointment as a game waiden. Again 
Jim's ambitious nature carried him to singu 
lar success. He soon became known as 
one of the most fearless and aggressive 
protectors of the game laws in the State. 


of the roads leading from the woods or 
the trout streams. 

He had that uncanny keenness which 
seems to ferret out a wrong-doer by in 
stinct. As a car approached his own, Jim 
would flash on his spot-light, take a hur- 
ried look at the faces of those in the pass 
ing machine and decide instantly whethe: 
they were objects of suspicion. It was not 
long before the poachers learned that Jim's 
was a dangerous territory to fool arounc 
in and they deserted it for less carefully 
policed parts.

N time Jim married and now has a

The picture which he'd 
snapped when he was a little boy was 
still one of his cherished possessions 
Then came the day he gave it to the re- 
porter, its publication and not many days 
later that message from the woman in the 
city of Washington who was to solve the 
riddle of his past. 

When the certainty of his identity was 
established and the story unfolded in the 
press throughout the country, messages of 
congratulation poured into Anoka by the 
thousand and were

arranged for their now famous comrade tuo 
make the trip to Washington by airplane 
The day he took off the whole neighbor- 
hood turned out with flags and bands to 
bid him farewell. 

On the over-night stop at Chicago Jim 
was the guest of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of that city and again at Cleveland, 
where a short stop was made, but the big 
reception was saved for Washington. As 
Jim emerged from the big passenger plane 
he stepped from what once was. obscurity 
to international prominence. 

Cameras clicked. flags waved, the band 
played, radio announcers vied for Jim's 
time to make a brief statement to listeners

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"OUTSITTING the DEPRESSION”

PAPEETE, Tahiti. 
UTSITTING the de- 
pression’’ in Tahiti 
has become a popu- 
lar undertaking 
among Americans in 
the last year or so. 
At any rate, it is 
popular until they 
get here. A _ great 
many come out here 
to this glamorous ‘‘Paradise of the 
Pacifie’’ bent on lolling under the 
palm trees, basking in the adoration 
of the quaint natives, hunting sea 
shells and idling away the time in 
other agreeable pursuits until things 
pick up at home. Most of them are 
disillusioned and want to go back aft- 
¢r a month or two, but that doesn’t 
stop the rush of newcomers. Each 
boat that comes from the United 
States brings a new and glowing cou- 
tingent—-and each boat that goes back 
takes a contingent not so glowing. 

They have read about Tahiti in the 
story books — these seekers after 
pleasant but cheap living. They have 
been fascinated by the accounts, in 
recently published books, of the eter- 
nal sunshine in the South Sea Islands, 
of the abundance of fruits, fish and 
coconuts that may be had for the 
trouble of gathering them in and of 
the veneration with which the simple 
brown natives look upon the white 
man. So without much further inves- 
tization, these victims of cut divi- 
dends or depleted capital, hasten out 
here with the idea of making their 
dollars go farther. 

As they peer down from the ship's 
railing at the motley crowd that 
throngs the quay on “boat day,’ at 
the quaint littlé red-roofed town of 
Papeete, one can detect in their faces 
an expression of eagerness and hopeful- 
ness. Here at last is Tahiti—that ro- 
mantic Utopian island somewhere ‘way 
out in the vast expanse of the Pacific 
that is to be the solution to the press- 
ing problem of existence. 

They come from all walks and sta- 
tions of life—salaried workers, pro- 
fessional men and women, business 
people and retired folk, married cou- 
ples, single men and women, and whole 
families. The majority have monthly 
incomes in varying proportions derived 
from the States. It is to increase the 
buying power of these depression-de- 
pleted incomes that they come here. 

At home most of them had nice, 
modern homes with radios, electric re. 
frigerators, grand pianos, unit heat, 
washing machines and a motor car or 
two-—until the ‘“‘bottom dropped out.”’ 
Rather than move to a cheaper neigh- 
borhood, sell or lose to 
company one or both the cars and 
maintain an office or business that, 
with collections so bad, was probably

hardly paying expenses, many of them 
preferred to liquidate everything and 
trek to a place where grass seemed 
greener and full of romantic charm, 
and American dollars would support 
them in comparative splendor. 

With each boat load there are also a 
few courageous souls, mostly former 
salaried workers. Discouraged by 
fruitless efforts to obtain employment, 
they come here without any outside 
revenue of any sort—-just a cash stake 
which they intend to budget in such a 
way as to enable them to live here for 
one, two or three years, the length of 
their voluntary exile depending. on 
their guess as to how long it will be 
before ‘“‘things pick up a bit in Amer- 
ica." 


in their budgets for daily expendi- 

tures have been carefully worked 
out beforehand, based on some state- 
ment they have read somewhere in an 
article or a novel as to what it costs 
to live in the South Seas—ranging 
from Douglas Fairbanks’ reputed fig- 
ure of “8 cents per day,’ to Loring 
Andrews’ ‘‘nothing if you can play the 
accordion.’’ 

How Are they faring—these flee-ers 
from the depression? Are they find- 
ing what they so earnestly and hope- 
fully seek? What sort of life are they 
leading down here? 

I made it my business to find out. 
And so I have observed and talked 
with hundreds of them in the past 
few months. I have visited them at 
their houses in the various districts all 
the way round the island... chatted

with them on street corners in Papee- 
te: at Quinn’s Place, where Americans 


like to gather and drink ice cream. 


sodas on hot afternoons and exchange 
talk and gossip; on the second-story 
veranda of the Yacht Club, where even 
more Americans gather and drink, but 
not ice ercam sodas; at the American 
restaurants, and on the black sand 
beach at Aure. I have chatted with 
enthusiastic new arrivals about their 
plans and waved good-by to disgrun- 
tled ones departing a month or so later 
loudly berating Tahiti and certain 
authors. 

It didn’t take long to ascertain that 
only a small percentage manage to 
achieve their purpose in coming here. 
Many stay only the one month be- 
tween boats. indeed, can hardly con- 
tain themselves for that last week. 
Others try it a couple of months; 
others, a bit more determined, last 
even three or four months before de- 


ciding it's all been a big mistake. If 


they last longer than that they are eli- 
gible for the ‘‘Successful Outsitters of 
the American Depression Club.’ Their 
remarks on departing all have a sim- 
ilar note: ‘‘Whoever said you can live 
cheaply in the South Seas is goofy.” 
‘I'd like to get my hands on the per- 
son who said you:can live down here 
for 50 cents a day.”’ 

Young Saunders declares that when 
he gets back to the States he’s going 
to call on Douglas Fairbanks and ask 
him just how he figured a person can 
live here on 8 cents a day, if he did. 

“Why, doggone it!"’ said Saunders, 


‘Fairbanks paid $190 per month for 
the rent of Murnau’s place alone.” 

Saunders, formerly in medical lab- 
oratory work in a large San Francisco 
hospital, lost his job in a personnel re- 
duction. He hunted fruitlessly for an- 
other job. Then he saw in some mag- 
azine a statement attributed to Doug- 
las Fairbanks that “it is possible to 
live in Tahiti on 8 cents per day.’ 
With what he had saved and was able 
to raise on the sale of a few personal 
articles, he figured he could pay his 
fare down here and live for two or 
three years until all was well again 
in the States, even allowing a bit 
more than 8 cents per day for a little 
added entertainment. 


EETHI proved a large stumbling 
block in Saunders’ road to an 
easy existence in the South Seas. 
Not his teeth—his ‘‘vahine’s’’ (native 
housekeeper). He had just returned 
from the Island of Raitea, a day anda 
night from Tahiti, where he had spent 
the past two months living in a native 
“‘bird-cage’’ house trying to cut his ex- 
penditures nearly down to his budget, 
when he accosted me on the quay. 
‘“‘Doggone it!’ he said, ‘‘this woman ex- 
pects me to take her to the dentist for 
four new teeth. I can’t spend all my 
money buying teeth for natives.’’ 

He explained that movie companies 
Visiting that island had not only given 
the natives the impression that all 
white men had endless sums of money, 
but that one member of an outfit, tak- 
ing a fancy to a young native belle 
whose beauty was marred by the ab- 
sence of four front teeth, had pre-

sented her with new ones and thereby 
created an unfortunate precedent. But, 
of course, this item was not figured in 
Fairbanks’ estimate. 

Saunders says that with the $52 he 
has left of his original several hun- 
dred, he is going to make one more 
try on another near-by island, when he 
gets this teeth problem settled, and 
then he’s going back to the States. 

Then there was a young American 
ex-aviator-—a former transport pilot. 
From what he’d read in books of the 
desirability of the white man in the 
eyes of the native, he expected to be 
literally swamped with the attentions 
of the native belles upon landing on 
Tahiti’s shores. For a week he wan- 
dered about Papeete looking extremely 
disconsolate. I learned that it was be- 
cause to date he had not received an 
overwhelming amount of attention. 


Later he moved tu the country. When 


I saw him at the railing of the 
boat leaving for New Zealand, 1look- 
ing more sour than before, I inquired 
the reason for his departure. 

‘“‘Aw,” he said, ‘‘these dames give 
mea.pain! Always a gang of them 
tagging around—and helping spend my 
money, too.’’ 

Art Sutke, formerly a newspaper 
typesetter of Los Angeles, found that 
the ‘‘vahine’’ who went with the house 
he rented in the District of Faaa had 
many relatives and that he was, there- 
by, feeding a large percentage of the 
inhabitants of the village. Sutke, who 
came here with just a cash stake and 
the intention of getting some sort of 
work, learned that there is little work 
here for outsiders and that it is a 
small percentage of fortunate Ameri- 
cans who actually have found some. 


rR. LAWRENCE HEROLD, for- 
[Does a successful young dentist 

of Leverly Hills, is well satisfied 
with what he has achieved in coming 
to Tahiti. 

“‘T was looking for the most pleasant 
possible way of living with the mini- 
mum amount of expenditure,’’ said Dr. 
Herold when I interviewed him at his 
interesting little native house at Faaa. 
“I’m tickled to death with the way it 
has worked out.”’ 

After spending three months in look- 
ing about and a few hundred dollars 
in living during that time and on en- 
tertainment—-one is bound to spend 
considerable in having a good time 
when he first arrives—he has man- 
aged, after making a small cash out- 
lay, to work out a scale of living that 
costs him $12.50 per month for the ne- 
cessities of existence. 

But above this comes the cost of 
clothes—negligible in this tropical 
clime—incidentals, maintaining and 
operating an automobile, and enter- 
tainment. Entertainment, here as 
elsewhere, can run as high as a person 
chooses to make it, 
though for value re- 
ceived it is a good deal 
less costly than in the 
States. 

Thirty-five dollars a 
month covers all his ex- 
penses, according to Dr. 

Herold. 

He has signed a 
three-year lease on a 
parcel of land on the 
edge of a charming lit- 
tle lagoon in the District of Faaa, 
approximately seven kilometers out 
the Broom road from Papeete. On 
this land, on a: point jutting out 
into the lagoon and thickly wood- 
ed with coconut palms, Dr. Herold, 
with the nid of a couple of laborers, 
has built himself a one-room native 
“bird-cage’’ house of split bamboo, 
with a thatched palmleaf roof, all quite 
suitable for his modest needs. The 
lease costs him $12 a year. The house 
cost $40 for material and labor. A 
few dollars more went into a comfort- 
able bed and a few incidental furnish- 
ings. Linen, dishes, silver and a small 
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library of his favorite books he 
brought down from the States. 

He cooks mostly out of doors, or on 
the back steps on a charcoal-burning 
stove constructed from a five-gallon 
kerosene tin, one side cut out, and a 
grate, a type of stove quite popular in 
Tahiti. 

He combines some of the choicer 
native foods, such as all kinds of fish 
with various Tahitian sauces, curried 
shrimps, papaya melon, baked papa- 
yas, native-grown yams, baked ‘‘feis’’ 
(the red mountain bananas), avoca- 
dos and other tasty native dishes, with 
the more conyentional fresh meats and 
vegetables which he procures at a 
near-by Chinese store. Such fare is 
wholesome and inexpensive. Canned 
goods are high. 

For bathing he has the warm waters 
of the lagoon right at his doorstep. 


CROSS the lagoon, on the next 
A point of land, a stream bringing 

icy-cold water from the moun- 
tains supplies him with fresh. water, 
which he brings over to his house in 
two five-gallon kerosene cans in a na- 
tive outrigger canoé. The canoe also 
serves him for fishing in the lagoon or 
for calling on his neighbors. 

Around the house Dr. Herold usu- 
ally wears nothing more than a 
‘‘pareu’’ about his loins—the brightly- 
colored cotton print material, tradi- 
tional garb of the South Sea islander. 

Yet in spite of his primitive home 
and surroundings Dr. Herold does not 
go in exclusively for native life. His 
interests, daily activities and pursuits 
are more or less those of other Ameri- 
cans here or elsewhere. There is noth- 
ing of the eccentric ur ‘‘nature man” 
about him. He indulges in bridge, 
boating, swimming, riding with the 
other Americans here, and is usually 
seen quite conventionally attired in 
sports clothes at the various socia! 
functions that take place. He _ has 
simply taken advantage of the very 
Slight needs which, because of cli 
matic and other conditions, are ade 
quate for a comfortable existence her: 

Concerning the lack of electric re 
frigeration, bathrooms, gas stoves. 
electric lights and other modern con 
veniences, Dr. Herold says he hardly 
misses them. He gets along without 
ice, which costs 4 cents per pound in 
small lots, or 2 cents in bulk of 54 
pounds or over. 

Out Fautaua way, on the beach a! 

Con 
roy and their two small children, fo! 
merly of San Francisco, where Mr 
Conroy was an advertising man. The) 
occupy an attractive but unpretentious 
French-Tahitian type frame house 
five rooms and a large, screened-i!

boasts fairly mode! 
plumbing fixtures. 7 
rent is $24 per mont 

Their cooking 
housekeeping 
by a Chinese, who 1s 
paid $25 a month and 
his food. Tahitian serv 
ants can be secured for 
from $10 to $12 pe 
month, but are not § 
well trained or respon 
ible. 

Not far from the Conroys, an Amer: 
can couple by the name of Moctime! 
have rented a two-bedroom house fo! 
$8 per month. This house, though a! 
tractive and suitable to their needs, 
is not on the beach; hence the iow 
rent. Mr. Mortimer is also a former 
advertising man, of New York. 

Another American couple who hav: 
succeeded in reducing their living 
costs even beyond their expectations 
are the Philip Kempsters of San Diego. 
With their friend, Jose Domingo Fatjo 
of New Orleans, they have taken up 
residence on the neighboring island of

one of ignoring him complete- 

ly. She refuses to complain 
to the police, as her friends have 
suggested, on the ground that if Mar- 
tin is enjoying himself, no one ought 
to interfere, and anyway, the park 
bench is public property. In other 
words, she explains, he jhst doesn’t 
exist, as far as she is concerned. 

Martin takes the opposite view. She, 
and she alone, exists. In a soft, well- 
modulated voice and in diction that 
bespeaks its Harvard origin, but be- 
lies its immediate source, he says: “I 
am fond of her and this is the only 
means I have of seeing her. There can 
be no other woman.”’ 

He isn’t morose about it, but on the 
contrary is cheerful as he talks about 
his ‘‘orchestra seat kindly furnished 
by the city.’’ It is a big improvement 
over the old place on Fifty-fifth street, 
where he had to stand all day, he 
points out. 

All of which makes Richard Martin 
one of the strangest persons in a city 
rich with strange people, a city where 
a great many people do what they 
want.

PHILADELPHIA. 
IGH up on a wood- 
ed knoll that com- 
mands a broad view 
of the picturesque 
creeks and valleys 
of southeastern 
Pennsylvania, there 
rises far into the 
heavens the white 
tower of a cathe- 
dral which experts believe will become 
known throughout the world as ‘‘the 
Rheims of America.” 

Not only is this imposing church at 
Bryn Athyn being acclaimed because 
it is one of the most beautiful and 
costly houses of worship on our conti- 
nent, but also because it is being con- 
structed on principles without prece- 
dent in modern times. Practically no 
machine-made products have _ been 
dised; nearly everything in the huge ed- 
sifice has been fashioned by hand; all 
the workimen, from stone-cutters and 
wood-carvers to stained-glass experts, 
have been and are assembled right on 
the grounds where, with hammer, mal- 
let and chisel, in large wooden sheds, 
metal shops and forges made for them, 
they are building the Church of the 
New Jerusalem in the manner em- 
ployed 400 years ago. 

The unusual part of it all is that the 
many millions which have gone into 
the making of this Gothic and Roman- 
esque cathedral whose architecture at- 
tempts to express ‘‘the distilled essence 
of worshiping generations’ have come 
not from humble folk but from a fam- 
ily of modern industrial magnates, 
leaders in big business. Back in 1908, 
John Pitcairn, who had arrived on our 
shores from Scotland at the age of 
four and later had founded the Pit- 
cairn fortune in oil and plate glass 
works, gave the first large sum of 
money to the Bryn:Athyn Society for 
the erection of the proposed building. 

Ground was broken in the autumn 
of 1913; the cornerstone of unhewn 
rock with its Hebrew inscription, ‘‘The 
stone which the builders rejected has 
become the head of the corner,’ was 
laid the next year; and the main 
church building in fourteenth century 
Gothic wus completed five years later. 

When John Pitcairn died, he left 
the bulk of his vast estate to his 
Raymond, who succeeded him 
in the management of his business 
affairs. But Raymond Pitcairn did 
more than that; he had been interest- 
ed in the Bryn Athyn Cathedral from 
its very inception and after his father's 
death he immersed himself in it as a 
life-work, superintending every detail 
of design and construction. The archi- 
tectural direction was transferred from 
the hands of Ralph Adams Cram, not- 
ed American church builder who had 
acted as architect at the beginning, to 
Raymona Pitesirn himself. Today the 
cathedral is progressing on its way to 
completion, but because of the contin- 
ued flux in which the plans and de- 
signs are kept for the sake of its 
unique growth and developmefit of de- 
tail, and because of the extensive 
plane which Raymond Pitcairn has for 
additional cloisters, wings and towers, 
it will not be finished for at least an- 
other fifty years. 

Like his father before him, Ray. 
mond Pitcairn makes his home at 
‘‘Cairnwood,”’ just a stone’s throw 
from the cathedral which he can 
watch by day and by night. He is 
building a new and much more mag- 
nificent mansion for himself, — his 
large family of many children and his 
priceless collection of art treasures

not far from ‘‘Cairnwood,"’ but it. too, 
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is progressing slowly and carefully, 
from three-dimensional models which 
are made, remade and changed from 
time to time. 

His younger brother, Harold Pit- 
cairn, to whom President Hoover 
gave the Collier Trophy for Aeronau- 
tics two years ago, also lives in Bryn 
Athyn, on the other side of the ca- 
thedral. Though part of Harold’s in- 
herited wealth has also gone into the 


building of the church, his principal ° 


interest lies in aviation, especially in 
the Cierva autogyros, which he man- 
ufactures at his plant four miles from 
Bryn Athyn. As a matter of fact 
Harold Pitcairn lands his graceful 
“flying windmill’’ almost on _ the 
church lawn when he returns home 
every evening, for there is no fence 
dividing his large stone house from 
the sloping lawns of the cathedral. 
Both Raymond and Harold Pitcairn 
are, like their father before them, ar- 
dent disciples of the Swedenborgian 
faith. Following the Swedenborgian 
tradition, they married women of the 
same faith, are raising large families, 
sending their children to the Academy 
of the New Church, the Swedenborgian 
school in Bryn Athyn where they 
were both educated along with the 
rest of the village children, and they 
live in Bryn Athyn, a. charming, 100 
per cent Swedenborgian borough 
twenty miles from Philadelphia, one

of the two such communities in the 
United States, the other being in 
Glen View near Chicago. 

There are about 1500 followers of 
this fundamentalist branch of the faith 
in the United States—-500 in Bryn 
Athyn—-and the cathedral, endowed 
and supported by the Pitcairn millions, 
is their mecca throughout the world. 


HE Swedenborians follow the re- 
religious precepts of Emanuel 
Swedenborg, a renowned Swedish 
mystic, scientist, philosopher and theo- 
logian who lived, studied and preached 
two centuries ago. They do honor to 
his mechanical inventions, which in- 
cluded plans for submarines and air- 
guns; to his scientific works, which 
were essentially concerned with min- 
ing; and to his political theories which 
led him as a member of the Swedish 
House of Nobles to support the right 
and the useful in opposition to the an- 
archic and the despotic. 

But they follow him mainly for his 
religious teachings, believing that at 
57 years of age he heard the voice 
of God which led him to form a new 
church based on his own interpreta- 
tion of the Bible. John Pitcairn was 


not born into the Church of the New 
Jerusalem; he left Presbyterianism 
and embraced the Swedenborgian 
faith before his sons were born. They 
were brought up in its teachings and 
they have followed it faithfully, rais- 
ing their children according to its 
precepts. 

Swedenborgians believe that the 
only laws which are just are those 
which are strictly based upon the Ten 
Commandments. They therefore con- 
sider many of our laws. unjust and 
they are especially opposed to the 
Eighteenth Amendment, which Ray- 
mond Pitcairn has been fighting right 
along.

And Raymond Pitcairn 
has been spending lavishly and con- 
sistently these 17 years, never stop- 
ping at anything which he thought 
would add to the glory of the church. 

Today the New Church at Bryn 
Athyn is visited by sight-seers from 
all over the country and other lands 
as well. They come by train, by auto- 
mobile, and by plane. As many as 
6000 arrive during a week to see this

million came to look and to admire.

Above the church tower flies the 
symbol of our age, aeroplanes and au- 
togyros, back and forth from Pitcairn 
Field. Though the visitor may stand 
aghast at this juxtaposition of the 
old and the new, Emanuel Sweden- 
borg himself might not have found it 
any too. paradoxical. He himself 
made a plan for an airplane back in 
Though it never 
flew, it is preserved today in its orig- 
inal drawing form along with other 
Swedenborgian treasures in the Bryn 
Athyn Library. It might have served 
to inspire young Harold Pitcairn, who 
started to build and experiment with 
his own models of flying machines 
when he was only 8 or 9 years old. 

But even more interesting than the 


architectural beauties of the cathedral 
is the unique method used for its con- 
struction. Instead of the customary 
general contractor handling the work, 
perhaps from a distance—-assembling 
finished materials from various sourc- 
es and putting the labor into the 
hands of divided and_e specialized 
trade groups—a radical departure has 
been made by Raymond Pitcairn. 


LL the designers and the crafts- 
Ane have been carefully select- 

ed, brought together and 
grouped in workshops around the actu- 
al building, where they can give all 
their time and attention to the 
work growing from day to day before 
them. This medieval guild organi-

unerring sense of beauty as the great 
cathedrals.”’ 

The workers are thus in greater 
freedom to judge each other’s work, 
to make suggestions, to take part in 
designing and to strive for perfection 
of skill and beauty in order to pro- 
duce work as beautiful as that done 
between the twelfth and fourteenth 
centuries. Such infinite pains have 
been. taken at every juncture that 
many times models, large and small, 
have been made, set, analyzed and re- 
made four or even five times in the 
workshops on the premises before they 
were used in the church. 

Even the method of obtaining the 
materials has been done with an eye 
to carrying out the medieval spirit 
which the Pitcairns strive to express 
in the cathedral building itself, both 
on the exterior and interior. Wherever 
possible, the materials come from the 
immediate vicinity, or as near as they 
could be obtained. For instance, the 
walls of the main church building are 
made of metamorphosed granite, quar- 
ried from a hill only half a mile from 
the church site. On the interior of 
the main church building is sandstone 
from Ohio, blending its softness with 
the cream color, Mohegan granite pil- 
lars that support the tower. 

For the pinnacles and parapets lime- 
stone was brought from Bowling 
Green, Kentucky, and many of the 
smallest stones in the pavement work 
are of local origin, gathered by the 
Bryn Athyn school children. The heavy 
oak timbers used for the roofs were 
cut from great, white, century-old oak 
trees from the woods of Bryn Athyn. 
The old sawmill where they were cut 
is just a few miles north of the church. 
some of the logs were too large for 
the mill and were brought directly to 
the sheds at the cathedral site, where 
they were worked down with ax and 
handsaw. Though the teakwood for 
the doors and the floors was brought 
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from India, all the wood carving, in- 
cluding the elaborate chancel furni- 
ture, is being done right at the site 
The metal work throughout is hand- 
forged in a nearby shop and the glass 
for the windows is designed, painted, 
fired and assembled in Bryn Athyn. 

When first designed the plans called 
for a fifteenth century English Gothic 
structure, but Raymond Pitcairn 
changed most of what had 
planned when he took over the super- 
vision of the building. He prefers four 
teenth century Gothic, combined with 
twelfth century Romanesque, since he 
feels that they together represent the 
highest development of Christian archi 
tecture, offering of all historic forms 
of church building the best available 
basis from which there might slowly 
rise a distinct style accommodated to 
the ritual and the worship of the 
Church of the New Jerusalem.

Afterward Widow White traded in 
farm lands from time to time, and 
everybody said that in such trades she 
was shrewder than the shrewdest of 
her neighbors, and it was believed that 
by such means she added to her hoard. 


LWAYS distrustful of banks, as 

her husband had been, it was 

known that whatever wealth she 
possessed was hidden about the place, 
hidden probably with such cunning 
that nobody could find it even if they 
tried, and the neighbors, though they 
were needy, had a rigid regard for the 
rights of each other on their own hold- 
ings. and if the Widow White had 
anything hidden it was safe as far as 
they were concerned. ° 

Ivan Gilley remembers that one day 
when he went with his father to the 
Widow White’s barn to get seed wheat, 
they were scooping it out of the bin 
when a bag of money came into view 
as the grain was displaced. It seemed 
like Aunt Sallie might have forgotten 
that she ‘had placed it there or she 
would have removed it before sending 
a neighbor into the bin, but Ivan Gil- 
ley’s father carried it to her, claiming 
no credit for his honest act. 

One time Jim Strickland, Aunt Sal- 
lie’s brother, came to visit and, after 
dinner, he went outside to smoke his 
pipe and was leaning against the ash 
hopper when a rotting board, displaced 
by the pressure, fell away, and Strick- 
land found hidden there an old iron 
tea kettle filled with gold money, and 
carried it into the house, and made out 
like he was going to keep it, just to 
tease Aunt Sallie for being so careless. 

Always ‘‘close,”” Widow White be- 
came more so, if that were possible, as 
she grew older, and guarded her dimes 
as though there were no gold to draw 
Perhaps at best it was a dwin- 
for there -had been 
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Where the White cabin stood by the side of the road. 


drains which even the widow's scrimp- 
ing could not avert. Nine of her chil- 
dren died. Some of them, poor as they 
were, had left children, and these she 
took in and cared for. Through it all 
she kept her fortitude and her faith. 
There is a picture of her that lives in 
the memory of Nelson White of Cov- 
ington, Indiana, a grandson who visit- 
ed sometimes at the old homestead, a 
picture of orphaned grandchildren, 
seated with bowed heads at a meal of 
cornbread and milk, while the gray- 
haired grandmother prayed: ‘‘Gracious 
Lord, teach us to be thankful for 
these, Thy blessings.’’ 

Sam White, returning from one of 
his trips to New Orleans, had brought 
back some balm of Gilead seed. He 
had seen the tree growing down there 
and had been told that there was heal- 
ing in an unguent made from its pods. 
Su¢h a tree growing in the yard at 
home would be useful. He gave the 
seeds to his wife and she planted 
them near the house, and they sprout- 
ed, but only one, carefully tended, sur- 
vived the winter’s rigor. The one grew 
according to its habit, and became a 
tree, and in its shade, when the sun 
of Aunt Sallie’s life was waning, she 
often sat, for it brought memories. 

When, in 1890, Sallie White lay dy- 
ing, and her son Thomas stood by, she 
tried to speak. There was something 
that she wanted to say, but speech 
died in her throat. Thomas believed 
then, and believes now, that she want- 
ed to tell him where her gold was 
buried. After she died he searched 
everywhere and then dug. He found 
nothing. 

Joe Strickland came from Wayne 
County, Missouri, to tell him about the 
tea kettle filled with gold that he had 
found in the ash pit that time, and 
Thomas did some more digging, but it 
was all for naught. He wonders now 
if he dug deep enough. That is be- 
cause, not long ago, some men went 
under cover of darkness and dug 
where the balm of Gilead tree had 
stood, and dug deeper than he ever 
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Owen Fitzgerald pointing to where a 
hole was dug in the search for the gold. 


dug and, although the court of law 
has failed him, he still thinks some- 
body found and carried away the pot 
of gold. 

It was on the night of May 25, 1930, 
that Owen Fitzgerald, who now owns 
and lives on the Sallie White place, 
returning with his family from Aik- 


‘man’s Creek Baptist Church, saw an 


automobile standing by the roadside, 
at the gate leading to the barnyard 
back of where the Sallie White home 
used to be, a quarter of a mile down 
the road from his house. As he drove 
near the lights of the standing ma- 
chine were dimmed. 


HE next morning he went and 
found tracks leading into the 
barnyard from where the car had 
stood. They led to where the balm of 
Gilead tree used to stand, and there a 
hole had been dug and refilled. He 
suspected that something had been 
buried and dug, but found nothing. Of 
late years the talk about Sallie White’s 
buried treasure had died down, and 
since he had moved into the.neighbor- 
hood he had not heard about it. He 
did not feel called upon to report the 
digging to the authorities. Afterward 
this failure drew criticism upon him 
and brought him into litigation that 
arose over the lost treasure that was 
supposed to have been found. 
On the night of August 27, that 
year, Fitzgerald’s wife was sick and 
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as he was attending her 
at 2 a. m. he heard a car 
go by from the direction 
of the Sallie White home 
site. Next morning he 
found another hole had 
been dug and refilled in 
the barnyard. George 
Rutledge drove in with 
a load of tobacco and 
Fitzgerald called him 
over. “I guess,”’ said 
Rutledge, ‘‘they have been digging for 
old Sallie White’s money.’’ Then he 
told Fitzgerald about the tradition. 

They dug out the loose dirt and 
found a smaller hole extending deep- 
er, from which something like a tube 
might have been removed. 

Fitzgerald called Sheriff Bowman 
and he came out and looked at the 
signs and advised Fitzgerald to tell the 
heirs of Sallie White about it, since if 
anything had been found it belonged 
to them. He went to see Quill White, 
a grandson. Quill went to see Bud 
White, a son of Thomas, the latter the 
only’ living child of Sam and Sallie 
White. Bud threw light on the mys- 
tery. Two men had come to him, he 
said, and told him they had a ‘‘doodle 
bug,’ or divining rod made of metal, 
that would locate hidden treasure, and 
asked him where the Sallie White place 
was. Their idea was to locate the 
wealth that was supposed to be there 
and take their split. Bud did not en- 
courage them. He was not intrigued 
with the idea of splitting with them. 
Now it looked to him and to Quill like 
they had gone ahead on their own and 
taken it all. . Quill was mad clear 
through. They say he was ‘stompin’ 
and spittin’ and cussin’,’’ which in 
these parts implies an aroused state 
of mind. He went to see a lawyer. 
Bud called a meeting of the heirs. It 
was decided to go and see Nels White 
at Covington. Nelson remembered the 
meager meals over which Grandmother 
White used to say grace and had his 
doubts and advised against a lawsuit. 


HE project of going to law was 
abandoned for the time. The 
“Tom Whites,’’ meaning the aged 
Thomas White of Oakland City, Civil 
War veteran, and his family, were not 
satisfied. They hired a_ detective, 
whose reports strengthened their be- 
lief that treasure had been found. 
Others, sharing at the time the be- 
lief of the ‘“‘Tom Whites,”’ consulted a 
fortune teller at Petersburg and, after 


“consulting the cards, she said the trea- 


sure had been found all right, but the 
finders were getting flustered and 
would leave it on Fitzgerald’s front 
porch that night. Fitzgerald looked on 
his front porch the next morning and 
it wasn’t there. ! 
He and one of the Whites went back 
to her and she said she had made a 


slight mistake, but that the treasure 


had been moved across the creek and 
was “‘getting closer.”’ She did not say 
so in so many words, but the inference 
was implicit that it would soon be de- 
livered. It was not delivered, how- 
ever,-and Fitzgerald lost faith in for- 
tune tellers and washed his hands of 
the whole affair, as far as he was able. 
That, however, did not kéep him from 
fendants, on 
have shared 
as White de- 
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as presumptive’ beneficiaries of the 
presumptive find Quill White, Owen 
Fitzgerald, Leo Raney and the heirs 
of Frank Raney. 

The inclusion of the Raneys brought 
another doodle bug upon the scene. 
The presumption as to them rested in 
the first place upon the fact that they 
had some gold money. Frank Raney 
having died since the supposed digging 
of the treasure, it devolved upon Leo, 
his son, to explain the gold. He ex- 
plained that a man in Washington had 
said that he had a contraption that 
would locate oil or minerals or hidden 
treasure. F'rank Raney said if it 
could do that he knew where there 
was some buried treasure, having in 
mind the Sallie White tradition. He 
had his doubts,. though, and would 
have to be shown. He went to the 
bank at Washington and got $50 in 
gold. <A test was nade. It was not 
conclusive. The Washington man said 
the doodle bug worked. Raney said it 
didn’t. The dispute on the point was 
somewhat sharp. It turned out that 
the Washington man had never heard 
of the Sallie White treasure and had 
no designs upon it. The Raneys’ gold 
was explained. 


HE law being what it is, it was 

necessary to bring in all the 

Whites, near and remote, as de- 
fendants, a sizeable company. The 
case was tried at Boonville. The law- 
yers for the plaintiff tried to establish 
that there was wealth accumulated by 
Sam and Sallie White which was never 
accounted for and which, therefore, 
might be assumed to have been buried, 
and adduced circumstances which were 
intended to show that the defendants, 
or at least some of them, had found it 
and dug it up and carried it away. 
The amount was fixed at $21,000. 

The amount was arrived at on the 
disputed statement of a grandson of 
Thomas White that the four leading 
defendants had told him that they had 
found the treasure. had taken out $800 
apiece and left $16,000 for later di- 
vision. Damages asked brought it to 
$21,000. 

The defense, led by Attorney Nelson 
White, struck at the root of the mat- 
ter by denying that there was any 
wealth for Sallie White to bury, show- 
ing by Probate Court records and by 
a process of elimination that there 
could not have been any assets except 
such as were revealed in the admin- 
istration of the estate. The jurors 
were asked to believe the traditional 
treasure was wholly mythical. It took 
them only six minutes to report their 
decision that it was just that. 

It was a blow to Thomas White, the 
aged plaintiff. He had always believed, 
and still believes, that his mother 
buried treasure under the balm of 
Gilead tree. He has always believed, 
and still believes, that his mother 
tried to tell him about it when she was 
dying. And from al) that he was told 
it certainly looked to him like those 
men-had found it. If they had, he was 
entitled to his share of it, to ease his 
remaining days. As it is, all that he 
brought back from the rainbow’s end 
was a bill for court costs. 

One thing, though, they cannot take 
away from him: He still believes that 
the pot of gold was there. Whether it 
has been found, or ever will be found, 
he does not know. He rather doubts 
whether he will live to see it, for his 
days are passing and his eyes are 
growing dim.
